Such is the unwelcome intelligcnce we 
have again to convey to our readers. We 
had expected, last week already, to have 
been able to give oui :eaders the latest 
news from the States In that expecta- 
tion we, together with ou: 1eaders, were 
disappointed We ure subjected to like 
mortification this week, there 1s no mail 
yet. A firend at Astoria informs us that 
the passengers of the Gold Hunter brought 
word, that Mr. Meredith should have said, 
that they did not intend to send a steamer 
themselves last month This 1s certainly 
“the greatest outrage of the season,”— 
How such conduct can be justified we 
cannot conceive Theie can be no good 
excuse for detaining the mail of the 15th 
December at San Praiicisco, How things 
could so conspue to bring about such a 
derangement of public atteis, older 
heads than ours cannot conjecture We 
are in the dark here as to where the fault 
hes, but we are convinced of one fact, 
and that 1s,1f Mr Meredith had shown 
any disposition to accommodate the people 
of Oregon, he might haye sent the mail 
by the Gold [unter or Sea Gull, that ar- 
rived there on the 15th December It 
seems too at that carly day even, Mr 
Meredith had concluded not to send a mail 
to Oregon.

this alteration in the mind of the Legisla- 
to) 1s found in the 10th section of the act 
of Sopt 4, 1841. The principal eflective 
words of this act are “a seftlement in per- 
son on the public lands? &e , and “who 
shall mhabu and improve the same” But 
similar words which taken by themselves,

Homeward Bound. 

DBY THELODORL J KCK ERSON: 
Among the many incidents growing out 
of the wat with Mexico, which remain in- 
delibly impressed upon my memory, 18 one 
which ocurred at tho time of my leaving 
that country, early in 1848 

Bdwaid P—— was a member of the 
company in which I served, and having at 
the ume Lam about to speah of, while la- 
boring under a severe illness, recetved his 
discharge on the score of disability for fur- 
ther service, Was about returning to his 
home in Ohio, after some five yoais ab- 
gence. Ie was at this time just twenty- 
one yemis of age, and possessed an agreca- 
bly freedom of mannet,' joined to a hand 
somo person, with that ineffable sweet- 
possim The expression of his hazel eye, 
whieh enchains at once the whole atten- 
uom and seems to be a beam fiom some 
happier and holier sphere, He had par- 
ycpated m nearly all the battles fn Moxi 
co, with his health undiminished by the 
soro privations incident to our army, un- 
ul after the fall of Chapultepec and occu- 

ation of the capital, when he fell into a 
feoline so rapid as to bafle all medical 
aid, and was sent to Vera Cruz, there to 
receive that discharge which he fondly 
hoped was to prove a passport to restore 
hin to his friends. , 

We were cloge together in the General 
Hospital at Vera Cruz, and in our fie- 

uont conversations he spoke much to me 
of his parents, and of one -gentle sister 
whom he loved dearer than all He wore 
asmall golden locket containing her mma- 
ture likeness, with a lock of her hair, and 
upon this he would gaze for hours Home 
was in all Ins thoughts. 

We were discharged together and went 
onboard the vessel which was to carry us 
toNew Orleans [He was all gaiety— 
all hfe; though weak and feeble, yet a 
flush was on his check that boded rapid 
improvement. Jt was when We weie on 
the pomt of sailing that he penned and 
handed me the following

the body, even at midnight 

This 1s not the case, however, in any 
ofthe inhabited parts Asa general thing, 
the climate af California ts one of a mod- 
erated summer in point of temperature — 
There is no such thing as winter weather 
on the coast Among the mountains, it 
is different. ‘There, even in the warmest 
season, the nights hecome, of course, quite 
cold before moning, In consequence o 
the rapid radiation and want of clouds
